Claims 1-3 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 prior art of record fails to teach or suggests a cathode ray tube 
comprising all the claimed limitations of claim 1, particularly comprising a cone having a 
deflection power reducing shape formed in such as a manner that the outer periphery of 
a portion of the cone has a pre-determined curvature which is contiguous to the body 
and has a shape of an arc on a range from an end of the cone at the neck to a point on 
the outer periphery of the cone where the arc has a length 0.25 x L measured along an 
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axis of symmetry of the cathode ray tube from the end of the cone at the neck, where L 
is an entire length of the cone from the neck to the body. 

Claims 2-3 are allowed as being dependent on claim 1.
